T he stoke 

Newington Literary 
festival filled 
halls, chapels and 
cemeteries earlier this 
month, but its opening 
event happened somewhere 
very different - the homes 
of visually and physically 
impaired residents across 
the borough. 

The first of 83 literary 
themed events, held 
between 3 and 5 June, 
was conceived in order 
to involve those unable 
to travel to conventional 
festival venues. For an hour, 
members of Hackney’s 
Telephone Reading Group 
came together over the 


telephone to discuss the 
crime novel ‘Time Of 
Death’. They were joined 
by a very special guest: the 
best selling novel’s author, 
Mark Billingham. 

The book had been 
distributed in advance of 
the event by Hackney’s 
Community Library 
Service, which runs regular 
sessions for the group 
throughout the year. 


Large print and talking 
book formats were 
available for those with 
visual impairment. 

On 3 June, the group 
discussed the book with 
the author, quizzing him 
about its themes. Sandra 
Levy, one of the group’s 
regular members, lodged 
a complaint with Mr 
Billingham, telling him that 
his book had lost her sleep 


as she had been unable to 
put it down until 3am. 

She said: “It was really 
great to hear and speak to 
Mark. I will be wanting 
more of his books delivered 
to me now.”

F ROM cinemas to 
clubs and carnivals; 
Hackney Museum 
is exploring the 
history of pleasure and 
leisure in the borough 
over the past 300 years 
and is inviting residents 
to take part. 

The museum is running 
a summer programme of 
events, from 21 June to 
3 September, that includes 
an exhibition, family 
workshops, and tours. 
Celebrations will culminate 
with Hackney One Carnival 
on 1 1 September. 

Starting in the early 
1800s, the exhibition shows 
how rich city merchants 
had luxurious second homes 
in the rural retreat 
of Hackney, where they 
liked to entertain friends 
and family. 


By 1880, the population 
of Hackney had increased 
dramatically, with 
almost 200,000 people 
from a diverse range of 
backgrounds to cater for. 
The entertainment industry 
boomed, with music halls 
and pubs popping up across 
the borough. 

One of Hackney’s oldest 
pubs, The Mermaid Tavern 
on Mare Street, was built 
in 1636. Back in the 1800s 
this was the place to be. The 
tavern’s pleasure gardens 
boasted hot air balloon 
ascents, military bands and 
firework displays such as 
the elaborately named ‘Boa 
Constrictor in pursuit of 
a Butterfly’. Today it is a 
fabric shop, and references 
its history in the name 
Mermaid Fabrics. 

By the late 1800s music 


halls, with a variety of 
comedy, speciality acts and 
saucy songs replaced the 
theatre as the main form of 
entertainment in the East 
End. These couldn’t survive 
the arrival of the next form 


of popular entertainment 
however, the cinema. 

The first purpose built 
cinema in the country 
was on Kingsland High 
Street, Dalston. Opening 
in 1908, The Amherst Hall 


could seat 707 people, and 
was designed by Frank 
Matcham, architect of 
Hackney Empire. It was 
demolished in the 1960s 
to make way for a 
Woolworths store, and 
is now a McDonald’s. 

Sports have also been 
a big part of leisure time 
in the East End since the 
1800s. Victoria Park got a 
swimming lake in order to 
stop people bathing naked 
in the nearby bat-filled 
Regent’s Canal in the 1840s. 

From the 1860s onwards, 
local sports teams became 
a lot more common in 
Hackney. When upper class 
Eton Mission workers were 
sent to improve the living 
conditions of the poor in 
Hackney Wick, they set up 
football teams for young 
boys. These teams started 


using Hackney Marshes for 
football practice in 1889. 

Today it is the largest 
area of public football 
pitches in Europe, with 
world famous footballers 
including Bobby Moore 
and David Beckham having 
played there as youngsters. 

Cllr Jonathan McShane, 
Cabinet Member for 
Health, Social Care, and 
Culture, said: “Hackney 
in the past and today 
offers some of the most 
fun, diverse and inclusive 
entertainment in the country 
with a consistent reputation 
of being ‘the place to be’.”

Y OU may have 
walked past the 
ELATT premises 
on Kingsland Road 
a hundred times without 
stopping to look at it. 
Indeed, the organisation 
flew under the radar for 3 1 
years until this April when 
it hit the headlines. 

The charity exists to 
give marginalised young 
people and adults a path 
out of poverty or exclusion 
through education. And it 
does so well. 

At this year’s TES FE 
Awards, a ceremony 
that recognises national 
excellence in the further 
education sector, it scooped 
an unprecedented three 
prizes, including the 
prestigious title ‘Overall FE 
Provider of the Year’. 

It is also rated 


outstanding across the 
board by Ofsted. So what 
makes it so special? 

“Here, I can make a 
difference,” says Oran 
Blackwood, ELATT’s 
Youth Projects Coordinator 
and Inclusion Leader. He 
joined ELATT because, he 
says: “I wanted to work 
with young people in a 
way that other education 
providers weren’t: I wanted 
to work one on one, I 
wanted to focus on pastoral 
care as much as education.” 

To do this, ELATT have 
developed a system they 
call ‘connected learning’. 
First their courses - which 
are free and last between 
six weeks and six months 
- focus on technology, 
connecting students to 
essential workplace skills. 

Next, they connect them 
to social and professional 
networks, to support them. 
Lastly, they connect them 


to other forms of help, 
addressing their welfare 
needs so they can overcome 
barriers standing between 
them and progress. 

“A lot of our young 
people have special 
educational needs (SEN) 
or mental health issues,” 
explains Oran. Adding: 
“They are well supported 
until they are 16, but then 
they fall through the gaps. 
We want to help the 33 
per cent of young people 
with SEN or mental health 
issues who drop out of 
further education.” 

Sheldon Reynolds 
explains: “I’m a bit dyslexic, 
and I didn’t like the crowds 


at school. I’d left education 
and didn’t know what to 
do next when my mum 
and I walked past ELATT’s 
building one day. We 
saw the sign saying they 
did courses in IT, and she 
persuaded me to pop in.” 

ELATT’s courses work 
towards professional 
accreditations, 
qualifications which 
ELATT argues, are 
directly relevant to future 
employers. It was these 
subjects, from web design 
and development, to IT 
systems support and office 
skills, that drew Sheldon in. 

But it was the small class 
sizes and personal support 


from staff like Oran that 
kept him there, earning 
his Level 2 Diploma in IT 
before moving onto a Level 
3 apprenticeship. 

ELATT has partners 
at blue-chip companies 
like Morgan Stanley and 
organises apprenticeships 
in areas like software 
development and business 
administration. By the end 
of the courses, an impressive 
44 per cent of students are 
in work. 

“You just get so much 
more support here than 
at college,” explains 
student Maureen. 

This one on one support 
is a big draw for others 
too, and a recent survey 
recorded a 97 per cent 
student satisfaction rate. 

Georgia Tatham says: “I 
was at college before, but 
I was getting into trouble 
with gangs. A careers 
advisor told me about 


ELATT and Oran came all 
the way to my college to 
meet me. That had a really 
big effect on me. Two weeks 
later, I was starting a course, 
turning my life around.” 

Work placements are a 
big part of ELATT’s model 
and it was during one of 
these that Georgia had a 
eureka moment. 

She says: “I’d never seen 
myself as a receptionist, but 
I did a work placement and 
it just fitted me. Someone 
said I was the most helpful 
receptionist they had ever 
come across. Now I’m 
planning to go into office 
management. I have a real 
plan, and a stable future. 

My future is honestly 
looking so much brighter.”

HACKNEY 
resident for four 
decades, former 
economics and 
social policy lecturer, and 
enthusiastic singer, Cllr 
Rosemary Sales is looking 
forward to a busy year 
ahead as the new Speaker 
of Hackney. 

The Stamford Hill West 
councillor’s top priorities 
will be fundraising for, and 
promoting the aims of, 
her two chosen charities, 
North London Action for 
the Homeless and Hackney 
Migrant Centre; as well 
as increasing awareness of 
road safety and cycling; and 
promoting music, especially 
among young people. 

Cllr Sales said: “I feel 
very privileged to have 
been elected Speaker. 
Hackney is a wonderfully 
diverse borough and I look 
forward to meeting with 
communities, organisations 
and schools, and to 
working together to help 
maintain our traditions 
of living peacefully and 
harmoniously together. 

“I am especially looking 
forward to promoting 
music and musicians within 
Hackney. I have been a 
choir member myself for 
the last 15 years. Music 
is something that really 
brings people together. 
Making music with other 
people is a great experience 
and I want to support 
young musicians to perform 
and share their talent.” 

Another issue the Speaker 
feels passionately about 
is road safety. She is keen 
to use her time in office to 
encourage all road users 
to consider the safety of 
pedestrians and cyclists, 
and to promote Hackney’s 
reputation as a welcoming 
and safe place for all. 


To kick-start this, she 
will be getting on her bike 
along with over 1,000 local 
schoolchildren to take part 
in this year’s Bike Around 
the Borough. 

During her year in office, 
Cllr Sales will be raising 
money for North London 
Action for the Homeless. It 
runs a drop-in session twice 
a week serving food and 
providing a social space 
for between 50 and 100 
visitors. Open to everyone, 
the centre is a place where 
people can feel accepted 
and respected whatever 
their circumstances. 

The charity also hosts a 
gardening project, helps 
find accommodation, and 
provides outreach workers 
who work with people 
to overcome health and 
other problems. 

She will also be 
supporting Hackney 
Migrant Centre, which runs 
a drop-in service and gives 
free legal advice for asylum 
seekers, refugees and 
recent migrants. Having 
volunteered at the charity 
for the past four years, Cllr 
Sales has witnessed first- 
hand the great effect the 
centre has on people’s lives. 


She said: “Many visitors 
to the centre have told 
me it has provided them 
with hope, that they were 
listened to for the first time, 
and it was a point when 
they could begin to turn 
their life around.” 

Cllr Sales is also looking 
forward to presiding at 
the borough’s citizenship 
ceremonies. She said: 

“The ceremony marks the 
new rights people have 
gained, but also gives a 
sense of belonging to our 
community, of being at 
home. It is wonderful to 
meet people from so many 
different countries whose 
language, culture and skills 
add to Hackney’s richness. 

“Hackney’s strength is 
in its diversity and it 
is this strength that I will 
be promoting both inside 
and outside of the 
borough during my 
time as Speaker.” 

A new Speaker is elected 
every May at the Council’s 
Annual General Meeting 
by fellow councillors. Cllr 
Sales takes on the mantle 
from Cllr Sade Etti. 

She will be supported this 
year by the Deputy Speaker, 
Cllr Soraya Adejare.

Cycling’s role in the future 
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H OW is a major 

European capital 
planning for a car- 
free city centre? 
What are the implications 
of driverless vehicles for 
cycling? And how can 
data be used to improve 
planning for walking 
and cycling? 

These were just some 
of the questions debated 
by 200 delegates at the 
fifth annual Hackney 
Cycling Conference on 
10 June, hosted by the 
Council and Hackney 
Cycling Campaign. 

The conference theme was 
cycling’s role in the future 
transport mix, and delegates 
heard about cycling’s 
potential to help resolve 
global, as well as local 
issues, including congestion, 
road traffic casualties, 
public health, air quality 
and economic resilience. 

But reducing the reliance 


on the car is a big challenge. 
Speaker David Dansky 
said that the UK has to 
‘undo 100 years of social 
engineering’; while Mayor 
of Hackney, Jules Pipe, said: 
“Much of our space is still 
allocated along 1960s car- 
dominated priorities.” 

One city which is 
accepting the challenge is 
Oslo, in Norway, which 
plans to become more cycle- 
friendly. Rune Gjos, the 
city’s Director of Cycling, 
explained that to make 
driving less attractive they 
are removing hundreds of 
car parking spaces across 
the city and building a new 
network of cycle lanes. 

It is often assumed that 
businesses would oppose 
measures such as removing 
car parking outside shops. 
However, Gjos explained 
that shop owners compete 
to have car parking 
removed, and replaced by 


cycle lanes, as it makes their 
shops more visible. 

James Long, from 
conference sponsor Steer 
Davies Gleave, warned that 
governments and planners 
need to act now to prepare 
for new technologies like 
driverless vehicles. 

Dr Robin Lovelace added 
that, worldwide, road traffic 
accidents are predicted to 
be the third biggest cause of 
number of years of life lost 
due to ill-health, disability 
or early death by 2030. 

The impacts on health 
were also highlighted 
by Andrew Gilligan, 
former London Cycling 
Commissioner, who said: 
“The struggle for clean air 


in London is as important 
as the struggle for clean 
water in the 19th century. 
That struggle cannot be 
won without a significant 
increase in cycling.” 

In Hackney, Mayor Pipe 
announced the planned 
removal of the gyratory in 
Stoke Newington. 

He said: “It would make 
it much easier to access 
the town centre by cycle. 

We want to see cyclist 
priority and clear safe space 
improvements along the 
length of the A10. 

“We’re currently working 
with TfL to develop 
our proposals so that a 
consultation exercise can 
begin later this year.” 


The theme of consultation 
and engagement was 
touched on by Andrew 
Gilligan when contrasting 
the successful creation of 
the new superhighways 
(segregated cycle lanes 
on main roads) with the 
quietways (routes on quiet 
roads and back streets), 
which are due to be 
completed next year. He 
said that there is no formula 
to stop schemes being 
controversial as you can 
never please everyone. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods and 
Sustainability, said: “We 
know we need to bring 
communities with us if we’re 
to keep making progress. 

But we also need to have the 
courage of our convictions. 
We need to keep the ideas 
flowing; keep winning the 
arguments; and always learn 
from our mistakes.” 


While there were sobering 
reminders of the difficulties 
in making change, Dr 
Lovelace concluded: “It 
would be easy to say ‘well, 
we’re never going to change, 
what’s the point?’ 

“But, in fact, we do 
change. There’s been a 
revolution in how we’ve 
travelled around over the 
last 100 years and it would 
be foolish to assume that 
we’re going to continue 
[to see car dominated 
transport] throughout 
the rest of our lifetimes.”

The artist is known for his 
socially-conscious murals, 
including the ‘Sleeping 
Baby’ at Homerton 
hospital, which he created 
to galvanise people to 
stop NHS privatisation. 
Prints of the Baby have so 
far raised over £75,000 
for the hospital’s charity, 
Homerton Hope. 

Stik said: “I’m delighted 
to represent Hackney in 
the 2016 Pride in London 
parade. Our vibrant and 
varied community is known 
around the world and I am 
proud to live here.” 

His banner, manufactured 
by Flagmakers - which 
makes flags for the Queen 
- will go on display at 
Hackney Museum, in 
Reading Lane after the 
parade. The Council will 
then auction the artwork, 
with all the money raised 
going towards a local 
LGBT+ charity or project. 
Residents are being asked to 
suggest ideas for what the 


money should go towards. 

Mayor of Hackney,

AN ESTIMATED one 
million people from across 
the country will descend on 
the capital on 25 June, for 
the Pride in London parade. 

It is the traditionally 
flamboyant zenith of a two- 
week long Pride festival of

able to pass the exam.” 

The women learn through 
practical teaching, with 
one-to-one support for 
anything they are struggling 
with, and are also 
encouraged to help each 
other. Kinga Ciuron, who 
also attends the ICT course, 
said: “I feel good that I can 
help my children with their 


homework. I can also 
apply for jobs and help my 
family by teaching them 
what I’ve learnt.”

Thousands beat the streets 

THESE boots were made for walking, and that’s just what 
they’re doing ... across Hackney, as four East London 
boroughs get involved in the Beat the Street competition. 
‘Beat boxes’ positioned throughout the boroughs of 
Hackney, Waltham Forest, Tower Hamlets and Newham, 
allow participants to record the journeys they make by 
foot, bike and scooter. 

Teams of adult participants use a special card to tap the 
boxes and record their trips, while children have fobs to 
activate them. They then track their progress through an 
online portal, with leaderboards displaying the results. 
The two top teams in each borough will win £500 and 
£250 in vouchers on 20 July. Last year, 22,000 people 
travelled over 103,000 miles. 

This year, organisers Diabetes UK, the British Heart 
Foundation and Tesco hope to record an even greater 
overall distance, in a bid to encourage people to take 
regular exercise and raise awareness of diabetes and 
heart disease.

ACKNEY has a 
long history of 
welcoming new 
residents from all 
over the world, who arrive 
here to make a better, safer 
life for themselves and 
their families. 

One of the more unusual 
migrations was in 1937, 
when 400 of the 20,000 
Basque children who 
left home to escape the 
horrors of the Spanish Civil 
War of 1936-39 came to 
Clapton. The ‘Expedicion 
a Inglaterra’ (expedition to 
England) was the largest 
ever single influx of refugees 
into Britain, with a total of 
3,889 children. 

Youngsters were taken 
to Bilbao where they were 
photographed, vaccinated 
and given numbered 
identity tags. They were 
then shipped out of danger 
to France, England, Belgium 
Denmark and Switzerland 
in May 1937, with the 


ships so overcrowded that 
children slept on the floors 
of the captains’ cabins. 

The SS Habana docked at 
Southampton and refugees 
moved to a specially 
prepared camp at nearby 
Stoneham. The people and 
businesses of Southampton 
were committed to 
providing food and clothing 
for the new arrivals, with 
2,000 residents pledging 
their help and money. 

Manuel Moreno later 
remembered the generosity 
that met them: “It must 
not be forgotten that this 
was the first time in British 
history that the British 
people opened their arms 
and hearts en-masse to say 
‘we will care for you’.” 

Three days later, 400 
children were moved from 
Stoneham to Clapton and 
housed in the Salvation 
Army Congress Hall 
in Linscott Road. They 
had been selected simply 
by being the ones who 
responded to a loudspeaker 
call in the camp of ‘who 


wants to go to London?’ 

A huge crowd of mainly 
mothers and children 
greeted the 1 1 coaches full 
of refugees, waving and 
cheering and handing out 
toys and picture books. 

But Congress Hall itself 
was old and dilapidated 
and not at all welcoming. 
The first meal was awful, 
as one boy recalled: “When 
we arrived at Clapton, they 
served us a stew of sorts, 
nothing identifiable. We all 
sat there, unable to eat it . . . 
The same food reappeared 
at lunch and dinner; no one 
ate. A hunger strike!” 

During the first night 
the older boys threw all 
the mattresses out of the 
windows whilst one boy 
escaped, and ended up 
being taken to prison and 


whipped. The police were 
called to deal with the 
uproar and the Basque 
delegate in London, Don 
Jose Lizaso, rushed to 
Clapton to give a tearful 
lecture to the now subdued 
boys on the bad example 
they were setting. 

However high spirits soon 
returned and the children 
often escaped from the hall 
and the timetable of lessons 
imposed on them, climbing 
over the walls to explore 
the area, with Hackney 
Marshes being popular. 

Brigadier Martin, of the 
Salvation Army, said: “The 
youngsters are not settling 
down too badly, but the 
girls are much better than 
the boys. The trouble is 
that these children have 
had no schooling since the 


war started and they are 
completely undisciplined. 
The boys go climbing 
together over the walls and 
roofs like little monkeys.” 

He also asked for the 
public to stop handing 
out sweets and money to 
children and instead buy 
useful equipment such as 
text books to help the staff 
with their work. 

By June, news of truancy 
and bad behaviour had 
reached worried parents 
back in Spain, who then 
inundated Don Lizaso with 
requests that the offenders 
should be punished in ‘the 
good old-fashioned way, 
which would certainly be 
applied to them at home’. 

Quite what that was isn’t 
recorded, but local people 
did become worried that 
the children were being held 
prisoners and mistreated, 
attempting to storm the 
gates after the hall was 
sealed off and a guard 
placed outside. But this was 
in fact simply quarantine 
precautions after a girl 


developed typhoid, and the 
crowds dispersed. 

The care and feeding of 
400 children was expensive 
as well as difficult for staff. 
Some 200 were soon moved 
on, half to Brixton and half 
to Suffolk. By the end of 
July, the Salvation Army 
asked for the hall to be 
returned to its intended use 
in preparation for a large 
autumn conference, and 
over the next few weeks 
the last 114 children were 
moved to other sites or 
repatriated, their short but 
colourful stay in Hackney 
coming to an end.

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by Hackney residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough elections 
took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee the Council and 


its services. They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local representative 
and ask them to take up issues that may 
be of concern. Generally they can help with 
Council related matters, but if the issue is the 


responsibility of another person or organisation, 
councillors can often point people in the right 
direction and tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors representing areas 
called wards - see map below. 



Hackney has an executive Mayor, Jules Pipe, who is not a 
councillor, but is directly elected by the entire borough. 

The Mayor is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the 
budget and all Council services. Civic and ceremonial duties are 
undertaken by the Speaker of Hackney who is elected annually 
from among the borough’s 57 councillors. The current Speaker 
is Cllr Rosemary Sales.

•8 chicken thighs, diced 

• 2 tsp ground cumin 
•Itsp ground coriander 

• 1 tsp salt 

•2 tbs sesame oil

•y 2 tsp garlic powder 

• Pinch of cayenne 
•2 tbs brown sugar 
•14 tsp grated ginger 
•Zest and juice of 1 lime 

•1 lemongrass, chopped finely 

• 1 tbs fresh coriander, chopped 
•Bamboo skewers. 

For the salsa 

• 1 ripe mango, peeled and diced 
•]4red onion, diced 

• 1 red chilli, diced without seeds 
•1 tbs vinegar 

•Itsp chopped coriander.

Method 

•For the salsa, grab a bowl and add the mango, diced 
onion, red chilli, vinegar and chopped coriander and 
mix well. Cover the salsa and leave in the fridge until 
the chicken is ready to serve 
•Soak the bamboo skewers in water for 1 hour before 
you start cooking (tip: it makes them less likely to burn) 
•Place all the ingredients into a bowl and mix well. Pour 
the marinade over the chicken and leave overnight in 
the fridge 

•To get the chicken meat on the skewer, poke the sharp 
end through the middle of the diced chicken until you 
have 4 pieces on the bamboo skewer 
•Place the chicken skewers on a hot/medium grill (use a 
pan if you don't have a grill). Seal the chicken on each 
side for about 3 mins over the heat, once done place 
onto a tray 

•Preheat the oven to 1 80C. Once oven is preheated put 
the tray of skewers in the oven for about 6-7 mins 
• Place the chicken on a plate and add the mango salsa 
to serve.
